medical supplies received by China 
through lend-lease during the 
World War were, upon the culmi- 
nation of the war, transferred to 
UNRRA, which had bound itself 
categorically and irrevocably to 
allocate them to civilian hospitals 
only. All that was left to the 
Chinese Army were the Japanese 
medical supplies which had been 
taken over, but needless to say 
these were sometimes quite old 
and insufficient. The China Re- 
lief Mission and Economic Co-op- 
eration Administration were com- 
mitted by law to forbid any aid 
whatever to the wounded soldiers 
of China.” 

Upon this last point, members 
of the Friends Ambulance Serv- 
ice—a Quaker organization dedi- 
cated to the relief of the wounded 
o. both sides—stated that their or- 
ganization had requested medical 
supplies from the American Re- 
lief Mission for the soldiers of 
both sides. However, since the 
Relief Mission demanded that any 
medical supplies it granted be 


Nationalists, the Quaker group 
was forced by conscientious rea- 
sons to refuse this “aid,” which 
could not be impartial. 

Dr. Clifford of the Friends 
Ambulance Unit stated: “Our or- 
ganization’s only concern is to aid 
the sick and dying no matter 
which side we find them on. 
Wounded soldiers feel as much 
pain as other humans and de- 
serve to be treated not for their 
politics but for their wounds. The 
plight of China’s wounded was a

Georgians 
Interested 
In DP Act 


Atlantans and Georgians are 
showing an active interest in 
sponsoring admission of displaced 
persons to this country under the 
new Displaced Persons Act, Al- 
bert W. Ray, Field Secretary of 
Church World Service, said here 
yesterday. 

“We have had a number of re- 
quests,” he said, “for information 
about our resettlement program 
for displaced persons.” 

He explained that Church 
World Service, Inc-—which has an 
_ office here at 312 Wesley Memo- 
“rial Building—has been appoint- 
ed to supervise .the application 
and admission of displaced per- 
sons. 

Pertinent questions and answers 
ebout the program follow: 

Q. Who are the displaced per- 
sons eligible for resettlement 
here’ 

A. With minor exceptions, those 
persons who entered Germany, 
Austria or Italy between Sept. 1, 
1939 and Dec. 22, 1945, and were 
in Italy or the American, British 
or French zone of Germany and 
Austria on Jan. 1, 1948. They 
must be classified as displaced 
persons according to the Interna- 
tional Refugee Organization defi- 
nition. 

Q. What assurance have we that 
they are desirable? 

A. Thousands were brought to 
this country under the President’s 
directive in 1945 and are self-sup- 
porting now. They are carefully 
screened by the Army as to their 
loyalties, and they .must meet 
health requirements before leav- 
ing Europe. 

.Q. How could I help resettle a 
displaced person? 

A. Send to Church World Serv- 
fice for blanks on which you reg- 
ister your “assurances,” and send 
them back to the Church World 
Service office. 

Q. What are these “assurances”? 

A. A job without displacing any 
other workers; housing that is 
safe, sanitary and available with- 
out displacing another person; 
transportation from port of de- 
barkation to place of employment, 
and assurance that the displaced 
person will not become a charge 
on public funds. 

Q. How can I send for relatives? 

A. Send to the Church World 
Service for special application 
blanks, fill them out in triplicate 
and mail to the Displaced Persons 
Commission, 718 Eighteenth St., 
N. W., Washington 25, D. C. 

A. Who takes care of orphan 
ehildren admitted under the act? 

Q. The United States Commit- 
tee for Care of European Chil- 


dren, which places children 
— local child welfare agen- 

es. 

Q. What is labor’s attitude to- 
ward displaced persons?

Kissing under the mistle- 
toe is as much a part of Christ- 
mas as jingle bells and Santa 
Claus, but remember the Christ- 
mas holiday custom doesn’t last 
throughout the year. 


Mistletoe and its association 
with Christmas is an interesting 
sidelight to the current season. 


According to one authority it 
goes like this: 

“Ladies, please remember, 
when a young man claims the 
privilege of the mistletoe, it has 
not its proper virtue unless it 
was cut with a golden knife, 
also that the extent of the cer- 
tain privilege is measured by 
the number of its berries, one 
of which must be plucked at 
every kiss.”

jects.

Biography Is 
Saga of U.S. 


JOHN STUDEBAKER: An 
American Dream, by Edwin 
Corle; Dutton; 316 pp. with 
index; $4.50. 


In 1884 many a Studebaker 
wagon went up in flames in 
Georgia. The same thing hap- 
pened in Alabama, Louisiana, 
Texas and other Southern 
States. It was the Southern 
Democrats’ way of retaliating 
against the five Studebaker 
brothers, who were accused of 
coercing their workers in their 
great South Bend wagon factory 
into voting Republican. 

The Southern papers took up 
the cry, printing editorials to 
the effect that every worker in 
the Studebaker plant was 
threatened with a pay cut if 
Grover Cleveland won and a 
raise if James G. Blaine was 
elected. 

To just about everybody’s sur- 
prise, Indiana went Democratic. 
Returns, as usual, were late 
from the Southern States, where 
“they counted the bodies first 
and the votes the next day.” The 
South was really solid then and 
Cleveland was elected, despite 
the loss of Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Illinois and Michigan. 

What the Dixiecrats of those 
days didn’t know was that John 
Mohler Studebaker, or J. M. as 
he preferred to be called, was a 
Cleveland man. 

This biography of an outstand- 
ing American is the saga of 
American business. The Stude- 
baker brothers were typical 
American business. The broth- 
ers themselves were typically 
Americans. And their corpora- 
tion grew as America grew, had 
internal differences as America 
had, but never allowed those 
differences to wreck the great 
issue, which was the business 
itself. 

John Mohler Studebaker was 
born in Gettysburg, Pa., in 1833. 
His father was a_ blacksmith. 
Two years later the family 
moved westward to Ashland, 
Ohio, and in 1851 they wound 
up in South Bend, Ind. By that 
time there were five sons and a 
daughter in the family. 

Henry and Clem ‘started the 
H. & C. Studebaker Company 
in 1852. J. M. decided to go to 
California in search of gold. He 
eventually reached Hangtown 
and went to work for a black- 
smith. In five years he saved 
'‘p $8,000. He was 24 when he 
returned to Indiana and joined 
the firm his brothers had found- 
ed. Studebaker wagons began to 
sell fast. Government contracts 
during the War Between the 
States boomed the business and 
in 1867 the Company’s assets 
were $223,269.06 and the esti- 
mated sales for 1868 were set at 
$350,000. 

The Company continued to 
grow and with the advent of the 
internal combustion engine be 
came the most important inde- 
pendent manufacturer of motor 
cars in the United States. 

John Studebaker was the mo- 
tivating force behind the Com- 
pany. He had imagination and 
insisted on a “square deal” for 
both his customers and his 
workers. 

This biographer has done a 
good job in presenting a picture 
of 19th Century America along 
with a success story that will 
appeal to Americans.—S. F. lL.

HIGH'S FIAGT FLOOR 
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Are We Willing To Pay? 


There is no easy way out. 

This is the gist of a report by State 
Auditor B. E. asher which shows that 
even if the State closed the Capitol, fired 
the Governor, eliminated the Legislature, 
abandoned the park system, shut down 
the Agriculture Department, Revenue De- 
partment, Labor Department and abol- 
ished the State Patrol and other State 
services, present revenues still would be 
insufficient to finance the proposed $42,- 
500,000 expansion program for schools, 
roads, health and welfare. 

Such a drastic curtailment of certain 
State functions, which of course is not 
possible, would save only about $9,000,000 
annually, the Auditor says, leaving $33,- 
500,000 to be raised by more taxes. 

These figures will quash the wishful 
thinking of those Legislators and others 
who had hoped Gov. Talmadge’s promised 
slash of 2,500 from the State pay roll and 
other economies would go far toward pro- 
viding the extra revenue needed. 

It is becoming more and more obvious 
that if expanded services are to be pro- 
vided they will be accompanied by the 
painful process of extracting considerably 
more taxes from the people. We cannot 
have better schools, improved highways, 
more publie health facilities and a more 
generous welfare program unless we are 


willing to foot the bill. And neither can 
any such tremendous bill be saddled upon 
any one group. It will have to be paid 
by all the people. That is something for 
voters to be thinking about before the 
promised referendum on the _ entire 
program. 

Since 1941 the Georgia budget has 
increased by more. than $58,000,000. With 
exception of $4,707,949 going to other de- 
partments, all of this increase has gone 
to schools, highways, public health and 
welfare—the same services which would 
be expanded further under terms of the 
program now proposed. 

The Constitution, along with many 
other Georgians, is opposed to a sales 
tax. William M. Lester, Director of the 
Tax Revision Commission, already has 
shown that 80 percent of the State’s reve- 
nue now comes from four “selected sales 
taxes”—on gasoline, cigarettes, liquor and 
insurance premiums. 

But the question that has been pop- 
ping up all year, and upon which the peo- 
ple soon will be called to decide, is no 
nearer a solution than when the program 
was broached. It is simply this: Are the 
taxpayers ready to pay almost half again 
as much taxes as they now are paying in 
order to obtain highly desirable improve- 
ments in certain State services?

Why Elect Our Judges? 


So far as we can determine, last week’s 
pre-session caucuses of members of the 
State Legislature did not consider a badly- 


needed reform: the changing of our pro- 


cedure of selecting judges. 


We had hoped that, since many mem- 
bers of the next General Assembly are 
lawyers and have first-hand knowledge of 
the disadvantages of naming judges by 
popular election, they would take the lead 
in the effort to remove our courts from 
politics. 

It is to be regretted that every member 
of the Legislature did not hear a discus- 
sion by several members of the Atlanta 
Bar Association on the “Lawyers Talk It 
Over” program on WCON last Wednesday 
night. It included a weighing of the 
merits of the two most widely supported 
alternatives to the present system: 

1. The Brunswick Plan, whereunder 
a judge is appointed by the Governor 
with the Senate approval. At the end of 
each four-year term there is a public ref- 
erendum as to whether, on the basis of 
his record, he shall be accorded another 
term. If a majority of the votes cast do 
not favor continuing him in office, a sub- 
sequent election is called in which other 
names are on the ballot.

2. The Bar Association Plan, which 
would set up a special nominating com- 
mittee, half of whose members would be 
lawyers, the other half laymen. When a 
vacancy arose in a judgeship, the com- 
mittee would submit three nominations, 
from which the Goyernor would be al- 
lowed to choose one. 

The Constitution holds no particular 
brief for either of these plans.

As a spokesman for the Atlanta Bar 


Association summed it up on the WCON,

Elections are distasteful and expensive, 
and the expense element eliminates many 
of the best candidates. ; 

The uncertainty of the tenure of office, 
and the idea of having to run. for office 
every four or six years, prevent many of 
our best qualified lawyers from seeking 
judicial positions. 

The fact that a man may run a suc- 
cessful political race does not mean that 
he has the necessary judicial qualifica- 
tions. Many times he has not. 

In fine, the partisan selection of judges, 
whether by election or by appointment, 
should be eliminated. ,

Improvements at Milledgeville in Sight 


It looks like Georgia’s mental hospital at Milledgeville is in for some major improvements when 
the Legislature meets in January. Legislators gathered here Thursday and Friday. for pre-session con- 
ferences showed much concern‘over the pitiful plight of the mental patients. 


House Speaker Pro Tem George Smith, II, 
of Emanue] County, said Georgia ought to spend 
as much on her mentally ill as she does on her 
tubercular patients. The State spends $1,500 per 
year on each patient at the Battey Tuberculosis 
Home at Rome. Patients there are housed in 
a modern hospital and have the finest facili- 
ties and good medical care. 


The State spends only $369 per year on each 
menta] patient at Milledgeville. 

This comparison by Smith brought Rep. Bob 
Chastain, of Thomas County, to his feet to pro- 
test the discrimination against mental] patients 
as compared with prisoners. Georgia spends 
$725 per year on each prisoner at Tattnall State 
Prison. 


“Tt is shameful to spend more on able-bodied 
criminals than on unfortunate Georgians who 
have committéd no crime but are the victims of 
iliness,”” Chastain declared. 


Neither Smith nor Chastain wanted te 
decrease the spending at either Battey or 
Tattnall. Most solons want to increase the 
spending at both of these institutions, and 
indications are that Georgia’s fight on tuber- 
culosis and crime will be enlarged. But 
Smith and Chastain want to increase the 
spending at Milledgeville to put mental care 
on a par with the care for tuberculosis and 
prisons. 


Milledgeville Hospital will get its additional 
funds, however, whether other proposed expand- 
ed services are inaugurated—if Gov. Talmadge 
and State Auditor B. E. Trasher, members of 
the Budget Commission, have their way. Thrasher 
outlined two budgets for the solons. One budget 
is based on the present $108,000,000 income. The 
other budget of $150,000,000 is contingent upon 
the Legislature and the people raising additional 
taxes. The Budget Commission proposes putting 


an additional $600,000 into the “regular” budget

for Milledgeville Hospital, thereby assuring its | 
development regardless of whether new taxes | 
are added. Thrasher said $600,000 would make | 


possible an adequate program of gradual im- 
provement for the hospital. A building pro- 
gram already is in progress on a gradual scale.

A Young Man 
Plans in a Field 


It is a pleasant drive from Columbus, Ga., 

to Buena Vista, county seat of Marion County. 

The way is through rolling country that once 

was old plantatidn cotton land. Now the pines have taken most 
of it, with here and there the old terraces still to be seen among 
the trees and out in the open spaces where the blackjack oaks 
and the sour grass are. For a while the way lies through the 
Fort Benning reservation. Then the side roads are blacked with 
warning signs. It is “firing territory.” As the road rises to the 
crest of hills through the reservation one can see the chewed-up 
tops of distant ridges where, during the furious drive to build an 
Army to fight both Germans and Japanese, artillery practices was 
held day in and day out. Even now one may hear the flat thud 
of gun fire and the rumbling echo of it as the sound waves roll 
over hill and mutter through the valleys. And, on dry days, it is 
not uncommon for smoke to rise suddenly from some distant point 
where the fiery blast of shellfire explosions have set the dry leayes 
and brush afire. They don’t burn long. The Army is efficient. 
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It is after one leaves the reservation that one begins 
to come to farming territory. Even there, in Marion 
County, one can see the land has been punished. Time was when 
uiva County—named in 1827 for Francis Marion, the famed 
“Swamp Fox” of South Carolina’s fight against the British—was a 
It produced more than 10,000 bales 
annually. When the boll weevil came it wrecked not merely an 
economy, but the big plantation way of life. Like all other cotton 
counties, Marion has been in a period of transition ever since, 
seeking some solution for her problem. Peanuts have carried a 
large part of the load. There is some cotton and some of almost 
every kind of farming, but there still is a seeking. The land is at 
the fall line and is not so well suited to all crops. And vast areas 
of land are unused. The boll weevil was a stunning blow. It 
ruined some men. It took the heart out of others. Some fought 
back and saved the day with lumbering, putting the profits back 
into farming. One of these is tall, sage Joe Burgin, whose reg- 
istered and commercial herds of black cattle graze on what I be- 
lieve to be the finest pastures in the State. Certainly none is better 
He has magnificent stands of manganese clover, ladino, 
white dutch, coastal bermuda, kobe and serica lespedezas, Ken- 
tucky 31 fescue and hundreds of acres-of kudzu. No plows go 
into a single acre of his large holdings and he feeds no grain to 
cattle or pigs. They fatten on grass and the cattle eat kudzu hay 
as supplement in Winter. 
Sen. Joe Burgin’s magnificent pastures are there to prove that 
the land will grow pastures as fine as any in the country. 


King Moss, the vocational agricultural teacher 
Young Men looks to Joe Burgin and others, in the city and 
out of it, to help him with the young men-.who want to stay on 
the land and who demonstrate they are workers. 


Mike Preston is a good example of one of these. 
eran who served in Europe for over two years.

When Mike Preston came back he said he wanted to farm. He 
told King Moss that he’d believe everything the teacher said for 
a year. 

A plan for sweet potatoes, brought on early by electrically 
heated beds, was worked out.

A few blocks away school children are prac- 
ticing their carols. “Silent Night, Holy Night, 
all is calm, all is bright,” the beautiful words, 
the lovely notes hang for a moment in the bright 
midafternoon air, hang above the busy trucks 
that pass and the bare-headed, bare-armed school 
girls racing across the street. A portly old 
spaniel, gouty, but with all the dignity of a 
Lord Mayor of London, stalks before his mis- 
tress’ home like the old family retainer that he 
is.

From a tiny shop comes the tinkle of “But- 
tons and Bows”: an ambulance whines down 
the highway, frightening the driver of a rickety 
wagon; but the mule, with muddy forelegs and 
mane matted by cockleburrs draws the cart 
along placidly, its wheels creaking in rhythmical 
spasms, each leaning in a different direction. 


Fine old white-pillared mansions gleam in the 


afternoon sunlight, gracious old houses, serene 
and beautiful, deaf to the hillbilly juke-box 


music two blocks away, listening instead to the 
voices of a century ago, shouting at the back 
door, “Christmas gif, Mistis, Christmas gif, 
Marster.” 

Along the wide, level streets we walked, my 
husband and I saying, “How unlike London all 
this is. Could anything be more different?” 

In London where I spent my last three Christ- 
mases there would be lighted trees stretching 
along the solid blocks of Selfridges’ windows. 
There would be hothouse fruits and flowers in 
Fortnum & Mason’s display cases and in Bond 
Street there might be real snow drifting 
against the windows showing the Copenhagen 
porcelain, magnificent old paintings, exhibits of 
Staffordshire, Chelsea and Meissen china. 

The fabrics in Jacqumar’s windows would be 
so exquisite that you just died to touch them 
and Jensen’s silver. would make you catch your 
breath with pleasure. 


But as sure as fate there would be a 
shortage of turkeys, no rich fruit cakes, and 
you'd be asked to conserve fuel. The ob- 
jects you'd like to give (or be given) as 
presents would have a 125 percent purchase 
tax tacked on them and you’d have to sub- 
stitute bedroom slippers or a tie (off the 
ration this year), or you'd fall back on the 
old standby of the war years, books. If you 
had American friends they could have won- 
derful parcels of British food sent to you 
right in England; but the puddings and fruit 
cakes must have been ordered in America 
and paid for there in dollars. 


And if you walked by the Palace you might 
see the bulletin board describing the health of 
the young Prince. It was in a plain black, or- 
dinary frame on the day of his Royal Highness’ 
birth, I’m told, and hanging by a string but 
well guarded by a big, burly policeman. 

But the ducks would be shivering in St. 
James’ Park, I know; and although I’d love to 
see Piccadilly and Mayfair at the height of the 
holiday shopping season, I think I’d like to be 
back in Georgia after teatime. Somehow life 
is brighter here and the people are gayer and 
after all, Georgia is home—it’s rather nice to be 
home at Christmas.

Deep Trouble in the GOP 


WASHINGTON—One of those national convention deals which, when they 
occur, are regarded as practical—if compromising—has come back to haunt the 
Republican Party as it begins to make plans to reorganize itself from its latest 


defeat. 


It may be recalled that, at a strategic point in preconvention maneuver- 


a0 ing, the Joe Grundy faction in Pennsylvania, representing entrenched Republi- 
can Old Guardism, tossed in a hefty block of delegates to Gov. Thomas E. Dewey. The announce- 
ment was made by Sen. Ed Martin, former Governor, who thereupon withdrew his own favor- 
ite-son candidacy for the Republican presidential nomination. 


This double-barreled coup, the first executed 
by Gov. Dewey’s skillful managers, was the ini- 
tial break toward the New York Governor and 
had the psychological effect of starting the band- 
Wagon movement that gathered momentum rap- 
idly. It was bitterly protested by red-haired Gov. 
James H. Duff, who has fought Grundyism in 
Pennsylvania, and it was, indeed, a strange alli- 
ance in fact—though perhaps not in politics— 
since there was a sharp conflict of view on many 
issues between Gov. Dewey and the standpat atti- 
tude of Joseph W. Grundy, for so many years the 
king-pin in the Pennsylvania Manufacturers’ 
Association. 


Cynics smiled and wondered what the 
“pay-off” would be. They thought they saw 
it immediately after the convention when the 
conservative and personable Rep. Hugh D. 
Scott, Jr., of Philadelphia, was named Chair- 
man of the Republican National Committee 
at Gov. Dewey’s behest. It was a distinct sur- 
prise. His name had not even been mentioned 
previously among prospects for the post. 


The complimentary nature of the gesture 
Was recognized subsequently, for the real man- 
agement of Gov. Dewey’s campaign was entrusted 
to his close friend and associate, Herbert 
Brownell, Jr. Rep. Scott played an ornamental 
Second fiddle. 

But now the party finds itself stuck with Mr. 
Scott, unless something approaching a miracle 
should occur. He insists he is going to remain as 
chairman, pointing out that he was elected for a 
four-year term. Of more potency than his claimed 
four-year title, however, is the fact that he ap- 
parently has lined up enough pledged support 
in the committee to beat down any revolt at the 
National Committee meeting here in January. 

There is revolt in the ranks, all right, particu- 


larly from the Progressive Wing of the party. It 
does not want to see the necessary job of winning 
converts and re-establishing the party with the 
public dene under auspices of Old Guard con- 
servatism. The National Chairman is the.spokes- 
man for the party between elections and, further- 
more, is the man who keeps his fingers close on 
the national organization through the antennae of 
national committeemen from all the States. 


What the progressive element, as well as 
many younger party members, want is some- 
body who represents a modern viewpoint. 
They attribute defeat in the last election to 
domination of party policy in recent years, 
both in the National Committee and in Con- 
gress, by the conservative GOP wing. Anal- 
ysis of the election returns seems to sustain 
this diagnosis. 


Conservative control of the party machinery 
is nothing new, of course. But what the younger 
and progressive leaders desire is something new 
and different. No elections were won under old 
auspices, Even though the party, in its candidates, 
wore faces of progressive luster in recent elec- 
tions, for example, Wendell L. Willkie in 1940 
and Gov. Dewey in two elections since, the voters 
looked behind the facade to the party’s record 
in Congress and heard constantly from national 
chairmen the tiresome whine against “New Deal- 
ism’ without any constructive ideas offered. The 
party, likewise, has had forward-looking plat- 
forms. But the record never matched these 
professions. 


: Nothing would be healthier for the party, nor 
wiser in the long run, than a good revolt here 
at the January meeting, right out in the open in 
publie view, that would install new figures more 
representative of a progressive viewpoint.

But to know Mexico—and heaven knows I don’t pretend to 
possess more than a superficial and fragmentary knowledge of 
this old and mysterious land—you have to look closer, at the 
people themselves—the little man in the white sombrero and the 
pajamas trudging behind his little burro carrying its tremendous 
loads. You have to note the dignity with which he walks, the 
pagan beauty of the things he fashions with his hands, the houses 
he lives in, the church in which he worships, the soul-satisfying 
gaiety which comes over him at fiesta time:

That enchanting and unpredictable Alabama beauty, Tallulah 
Bankhead, has returned to Broadway in an uninhibited version of 
the play “Private Lives.” Written by Noel Coward for himself and 
Gertrude Lawrence every bit of 18 years ago, this sophisticated 
drawing room comedy still brings roars of laughter from delighted 
audiences that seem to find it anything but old hat. Such typical 
lines as “Some women, should be struck regularly, like gongs,” 
amuse as much as when they were new and not yet so widely 
quoted as to be classic quips. 

Tallulah was never more boisterous than in “Private Lives.” 
Words, even dishes and furniture, fly about the stage elegantly 
set by Designer Charles Elson. The play is completely Bankhead’s. 
She struts and bellows, she leers and mugs, and through it all 
remains devastatingly feminine. Capable Donald Cook is cast 
opposite her. 

The theme of Coward’s play is of little consequence. It is the 
lines that keep this play alive. 

The tamiliar story chronicles a divorced pair’s chance meeting 
on the Riviera, where each is honeymooning with a new mate. 
Old memories are recalled and they begin to take a jaundiced view 
of their new marriages. Their former hectic life together had been 
fraught with disagreement, but they conclude that it was better 
than being becalmed on a sea of matrimony unruffled by passion. 
There is nothing dull about their subsequent hours together onstage. 
Into them are crammed every emotion from tenderness to plate- 
throwing anger. 

For all the tissue-thinness of “Private Lives,” the originality of 
Noel Coward’s well-turned lines, dated as some admittedly are, 
combines with Tallulah Bankhead’s exuberant romping to create 
a lively evening of comedy that should tickle every type of funny- 
bone.

& Split-T Attack 


This is the time of year when sports fans take 
their annual glance in the rear view mirror and 
note certain definite trends on the playing fields 
of the nation. 

With the bowl games coming up, football is 

yh still occupying the center of the stage and there 

seems to be several developments of interest in that sport. 

One, of course, is increased scoring in college games, 
brought about by the free substitution rule and the trend 
towards wide-open, go-all-the-way style of attacks coaches 
are concentrating on nowadays. 

It was only ten years ago that Duke University went 
through a regular season of play without yielding a touch- 
down, although the Blue Devils were finally scored upon and 
lost the Rose Bowl game, 7-3, to Southern California in 1939. 

In contrast, how many major teams of 1948 could you name 
which haven’t given up several touchdowns to the opposition, .no 
matter how good their won-lost record? 


But perhaps of more interest to the ordinary fan 
New Trend over the past season was a definte trend towards a 
comparative new offense, called the split-T formation 


Reams of copy have been written about this devastating 
attack as practiced by such clubs as Oklahoma, Missouri 
and Maryland. 

Some coaches sadly shake their heads and say there can be no 
defense for the split T. But they also said this about the normal

But undoubtedly many coaches will scrutinize the records 
ef split-T teams and maybe quite a few of them will adopt 
the formation.

Linemen Split for, 

“At various coaching schools,” he said, “I have heard coaches 
tell me they are going to use it next year. In fact, I nave toyed 
with the idea myself, but can’t put it in for several reasons. 

“We haven't played against the split T, but from what I gather, 
#t has its obvious weaknesses and strengths, like any other forma- 
tion. 

“It differs from the normal T in that the quarterback is a 
real triple-threat man. He does the majority of the running 
which is the split T’ strongest advantage: Under this system 
the linemen are split, which presents a problem for the 
defense. 

“If you split your defensive linemen the hole for the offense to 
run through is already there. If you don’t split, then the offensive 
linemen have angle blocks on you. That seems to be the whole 
idea behind it and for that reason I figure it’s a stronger running 
offense than the normal T formation.”

“Well,” said Dodd, “it likewise has its weaknesses. The 
big one, as I see it, is that it is a poor passing offense. With 
linemen split, it’s virtually impossible to protect your passer, 
because the defense can run right through those holes and 
rush him before he can get the ball away.”

The ties and Exchange 
Commission says business has 
spent $18,800,000,000 this year for 
new plants and equipment. 

“Undoubtedly,” said Prof. Sey- 

E. Harris, Harvard econo- 
mist, “a revolution has occurred 
in financing methods.” 

Whether this use of profits is 
pant or wrong is a matter of de- 


, Labor union spokesmen say it is 
wrong. But business leaders say 
they are using the only sound 
way to meet the demands of the 
people and the Government for 
more production. 

“Whatever the merits of the argu- 
ment, there is agreement that in- 
dustry is plowing its profits back 
into business on a larger scale than 
ever before in history. 

This evidence of a postwar 
change in business’ methods of fi- 
nancing has-been given to the Sen- 
ate-House Committee in its two 
weeks’ study of business’ record- 
breaking profits.

Retail Sales 
Hint Uptrend 
In Business 


NEW YORK —/#)— Business 
conditions took a slight turn for 
the better this week. 

The improvement was strictly 
limited and left much to be de- 
sired in many important lines of 
enterprise. However, it slowed the 
flattening-out process that has 
plagued business for almost three 
months, and some economists 
think the trend has a good chance 
of carrying on into the New Year. 

Combining to brighten the na- 
tional economic picture were a 
late pickup in retail sales, a small- 
er number of factory layoffs due 
to slow business, an almost com- 
plete absence of labor trouble and 
a high level of industrial produc- 
tion. 

The turn apparently came none 
too soon. The prolonged period of 
disappointing retail trade, the 
tightening of pay roll belts in 
numerous plants making consumer 
goods and the gradual weakening 
of that intangible known as “busi- 
ness confidence” had threatened 
to create a situation just opposite 
of what people expect at Christ- 
mas. 

Dunn & Bradstreet found re- 
tail sales ‘“‘very noticeably” higher 
in the week ended Wednesday and 
dollar volume was a trifle above 
‘that of last year. This was en- 
couraging to store executives who 
have maintained that a last-minute 
rush of Christmas shopping will 
overcome the slow start caused by 
unseasonal weather and a flareup 
of resistance to high prices. 

They point out that this year 
finds Christmas week with two 
more shopping days than last year 
and that traditionally a slow start 
usually winds up in a great drive 
that balances out. 

The National Retail Dry Goods 
Association said a survey disclosed 
merchants were taking the unfav- 
orable trend in stride. The asso- 
ciation said it found “heartening 
evidences” in important places 
that retailers had not lost their 
ability to reverse a stubborn down- 
trend with sharp counter attacks.
